A single monorail will 


c a r r y passengers from 
the downtown Olympic 
hotel directly to the fair- 
grounds in 90 seconds. It 
will be the first time in 
United States history that 
this form of transporta- 
tion has been employed 
and it will cost five mil- 
lion to complete. 
Behind the opera house 
ill be a little playhouse 
eating 800 with a Court- 
ard and an outdoor Shake- 
peareatr theatre.

Reagan noted that Marx, Lenin 


and Khrushchev had

inating the middle class. 


He said the philosophy bclievec 


that tho society and government 
would crumble by taxing, control- 
ling and taking over the rights ol 
individual citizens, particularly in 
the middle class income bracket. 


Reagan 
particularly 
felt 
this 


was being done through federal 
and state income taxes, and by 
other taxes. 


He said the right of trial was 


being bypassed by governmental 
agencies who can issue regula- 
tions and then force the individual 
citizen to comply without open 
hearing or trial. 


Moreover, 
governmental 
bu- 


reaucracy is so top heavy, he 
said, that federal agencies collect, 
through taxes, more than two dol- 
lars for every dollar they put 
back in service. 


Duplication 
and 
obsolescence 


are so rampant that one agency 
formed in World War I days to 
check on pine for airplane struc- 
tures was still in existence 40 
years later, he said; and a farmer 
can collect payments for not us- 
ing land for one agricultural prod- 
uct and then collect for using his 
land for something else. 


Reagan particularly assailed the 


fact that a number of agencies in 
a field, such as welfare, may be 
duplicating the same services. 
This is so widespread, he said, 
that the right hand may not know 
what the left is doing, and the 
government can justify any ex- 
penditure.

mosquito guests, says Dr. Heal, 
by making sure that no standing 
water offers an opportunity to 
start a brood. Treating low spots 
n nearly lots of fields, if the 
neighborhood can get together to 
lo it, kills off the population bc- 
'ore it ever gets to flying age. 
Screens with a mesh of 16 strands 
o the inch effectively cuts down 
mosquitoes—but the screens must 
be well fitted. 


Painting window screens and 


doors with recommended insecti- 
cides is another aid to mosquito- 
ree houses. Sprays can help keep 
icrcened rooms clear. Modern 
icrosol "bug bombs" are cffec- 
active, but so nre tho old-fash- 
oned sprayers. Sprays should be 
ilmed to get into dark corners, 
mil under beds and dressers. 
For the barbecue fans, Dr. Heal 


wints out that several modern 
epellents are an effective, al- 
liough temporary, defense. Mod- 
rn high-pressure fogging is per- 
ectly practical for large out-of- 
oor areas, the NPCA expert 
ays, and is often the best solu- 
ion for private and public Bath- 
rings such as picnics, lawn and 
wlmming parties after dusk. 
The householder has the tools 
ind the know-how to cut down his 
leeplcss hours due lo the mos- 
liu'to menace. Most of the means 
or reducing the nuisance—such 
as screens, sprays and aerosol 
lombs—are simple and inoxpen- 
live, says NPCA, and they really 
work.

But it will also be an- 
ather fertile breeding ground for 
carrier snails. 


Then there is the question ol 


malaria. C a r r i e r mosquitoes

In this age of space flight it is 
almost impossible to imagine 
what it was like, even though the 
nation's news media are filled 
with historic data on the Civil 
war. 


For most of us such facts can- 


not recreate a picture of another 
age. We need something more 
tangible and nothing can bridge 
the gap between Cosmonauts anc 
Fort Sumter or Gettysburg quite 
so graphically as a table set 
with the sumptuous dishes of the 
past. 


Many o( these dishes are actual- 


ly enjoyed today—with recipes 
brought up to dale and calling, 
perhaps, for a No. 3 can of to- 
matoes instead of X Ibs. of the 
home stewed vegetable—but reci- 
pes whose results are every bit 
as delicious as the famous fare 
of a bygone era.
